While careful for the in- 
terests of lesidcnts in tlie country ilis- 
tficls, the i;o\erumeiit have not liecn iiu- 
niiiidftil of the working men in the great 
eoal lields, and they have passed into law 
the Miners' Regulation Bill, framed for 
the better protection of tlie lives uf tliose 
engaged in our collieries. The interests of 
the iiieicantile world have been cared for 
by the iMcrchaiidise iAliuks Bill; and a 
intmber of depiii tiiieiital measnrea have 
been passed by Lord Salishuty's iiiiiii.stry, 
all for the better goverinnciit of the coun- 
try . In the war ollice abundant evidence 
bus been forthcoming of the state of 
things in connection with the supply of 
iiiins, aiiiiimnitioii, and .stores. Turn lo 
the iia\y and He liiid the dock yards were 
ovcnnaiincd; many men were being p.iid 
for wlioin there was no sutlicient occupa- 
tion; and the dock yard establiah- 
nieiils were as a result discredit- 
ed because the coat of the work 
which they turned out was an much great- 
er than tho sum at which private lirms 
did work of a corresponding cluiractor. 
Lord Ouoige llainiltoii haa boldly faced 
the position, and allhougli the Kadical 
party did their ver> nttiiost to raise a cry 
/ig.'iinst him because of the steps which he 
foiintl it necessary to lake a.s a matter of 
jitstice lo the cotintry, yet the explana- 
tions he haa given and the statements he 
haa placed before tlie world have won 
from everyunu the acknowledgement thai 
his action has been but rcastniable. The 
Coliaervalive (ioverniiient statu! before 
the cotnitry aa the men who have exposcil 
.sti many evils; men who have not content- 
ed iheiiiselveij with idle talk, but have piit 
into practice the reforins thoy declared to 
be necessikry.

IIami'.w, N. S., Ocl. li.---,Sir Chillies 
Tiijiper, liefdie leaving for Aiulieiat ycs- 
tei-day, waa interviewed on vai'ioiia topics. 
Begardiug the scope of the Fialiery Cniii- 
miaaioii. Sir Charles is silent. An inter- 
view pnhlisbed in the llcnilil, Ihe govern- 
ment organ, makes no reference to that 
most important of all features of theiiucs- 
tion, nor does Sir Charles exju'ess any 
opinion upon Mr, Chamberlain's siiocial

liev. .loseph Parker, D. U. deliver- 
ed his eulogy on the late Henry Ward 
Beecher before an immense audience 
at the Brooklyn Academy of Music. 
He spoke for au hour^ and a half, 
moving his audience at times' to the great- 
est enthusiasm and again to tears. On the 
subject of i\lr. Beechef's orthodoxy 'Dr. 
Parker said; — 

But waa not thia brilliant oratur .sonie- 
tinies considered to be iiiieertaiii in his 
theological position I Was ho not hereti- 
cal if unorthodox ? irregular ? Before 
answering tho question I should like to 
know who ptits it. Who are the cuatodi- 
aiis of iii-iliodoxy : Who arc the divinely 
appi.iuleil sentinels of truth :* 1 am pre- 
]iared at once to own that iMr. Beeclier's 
theology was iiiipatieiil of system, form or 
whatever hajked like tinality. He dislik- 
ed all imri'oivness, sectarianism and her- 
esy hunting. 1 will go further, and say 
that we did not always know where Mr. 
Beecher was in his theological thinking. 
Some of us could not f(dl(jw him when he 
eiitereii the railical cloud and passed out 
eif our sight, because some of ua have no 
winga, and even tlioae in whom there uro 
budding pinions can only flutter, never 
Hy. The microscope should lind no fault 
with the telescope, though the one can 
never do the •work of the other. 

Mi\ Beecher's theological speculation 
was telescopic. Ho never letiirncd to us 
to report that the universe is much smal- 
ler than he supposed it to bo and that 
God is infinitely further away than the 
wings of droain and hopo caii carry the 
iiiipiiriiig soul.

Ho liked, 
perhaiis, to be "the lirst that ever burst 
into the i.ileiit sea" of theological or pliil- 
tisopbieal speculal ion, not lhat be might 
bo.isl of his attvenliire, but that he might 
tell ulial new mountains he had seen 
and what indetiiiite corn land there is yet 
to be utilized for the soul's nourishment. 
Ilis was tho genius of alntndance, of

ilicate has recently been formed to build ' 
a road from New Westminster, B. C, to 1 
Whatcom, W. T. 

To understand the railway situation ii)^^_ 
that iiorthein country, a few words of ex- ji <* 
planatiiin will be necessary. N'ancouver i 
IS the Pacilic terniiiiim of the Canadian ; 
Pacific road. New Westminster is only a 
short distance south from X'ancoiiver, and 
both towns are connected by rail. New 
Westminster is on tho Gulf of Geoi-gia, a t 
narrow sheet of water, and directly op- 
posite is the town of Xanainioon A'ancnu- 
vcr Island. Directly soiifli of Nanaimo is 
Fsipiiiiialt. P.oth of these places .ire also 
connected by rail. This i-.iil and w.iter 
connnunication between X'ancouver and 
E.si]uimalt is known as the Nanaimo and 
Es'.|uimalt railroad company. 

THE RAILWAY SITUATION. 

Now Whatcom lies on the east side of 
the (iulf of (ieorgia, and it is surmised 
' hat the owners of the Esijuimalt road 
and the Wellington coal miucson Vancou- 
ver Island — and in the latter Charles 
Crocker and Senator .Stanford are inter- 
ested-are the backers of the scheme to 
connect it by rail with New Wi-.st- 
iniiister, so as to hasten the Idling 
up of the gaji that will i;ive I'.iil cmi- 
nection with Portland and this city. 

The Northern Pacific already has a line 
i from Portland to Tacoma, and with the 
I line to Wharooin completed, the interven- 
[ ing coinilry woiihl soon be cvercd. port 
1 Towiiseiiil, .Seat t le .ind Lacoiiiior are the 
imiiortaiit towns in the iiitcr\'eiiiic_; space, 
.■md from Wh.'iteoiu .'i m.-id is all c.uly be- 
ing constructed towards Seattle, which 
will pass through Laconiier and on the 
east side of the bay, directly opposite to 
Port Townsend and within easy fei'ry 
ciiinminiication with it. 

With these two roads ciinipleted there 
will be full coinidetion from N'anci uiver as 
far south as Setittle. This accoinplisbed 
there can be no doubt but that the North- 
ern Pacific will be eager to extend north 
from Tacoma to that point. < <f course it 
may take two years to accomplish all this, 
but by thiit time tho west line of the 
.Southern Pacific from Los Angeles r'ui 
San Luis Obisiio to this city will be liiiisli- 
ed, and the line between here and Port- 
land will have been completed and in 
operation. This will constitute as line a 
railroad .system for the Pacific coast as 
exists in the cjist between the gi-eat .At 
lantic seaboard cities.
